This action is a 
preliminary one to provide sugar 
in the South where early fruit is 
ready for canning.

Post-war appliances 
to be pre-war 


No new “miracle” models of gas 
and electric appliances — but re­ 
fined versions of the pre-w'ar pro­ 
ducts — will 
greet 
prospective 
buyers at the end of the war, ac­ 
cording to a survey of appliance 
manufacturers just completed by 
the Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois. 
Almost without exception, im­ 
mediate postwar models of refrig­ 
erators, 
ranges, 
water 
heaters, 
washers, roasters, toasters, vac­ 
uum cleaners, irons and the like 
will be constructed from dies and 
machinery in use at the time of 
conversion to war production and 
will be little changed from the 1941 
products 
While some manufacturers plan 
moderate streamlining of models 
and slight differences 
in 
acces­ 
sories 
and 
“gadgets,” 
all 
are 
agreed that it will be a long time 
before any so-called new models 
are available. Most manufacturers 
referred to their immediate post­ 
war 
products 
as 
“streamlined 
1941” models or “stripped down 
1942” models. 
To buy even these models, the 
public will have to wait general­ 
ly from four to six months after 
materials are made available 
Prices of all appliances are ex­ 
pected to be higher than in 1941— 
[“slightly” higher in the case of 
most electrical merchandise and 
from 10% to 25% higher in the 
case of major gas appliances. Some 
radio 
manufacturers 
predicted 
price increases in their products 
of 30% to 40% over 1941. 
Generally, manufacturers expect 
to allocate their immediate post­ 
war output on the basis of pre-war 
distribution. 
It is expected, how- 
ever. that any production released 
for the next several months will 
be restricted by the w'ar production 
board to specified areas or special 
groups of consumers as under the 
recent authorizations for limited 
production of electric irons and 
small gas ranges. Almost all man­ 
ufacturers 
expect 
governmental 
control of production and sales to 
continue for some time, with lift­ 
ing of restrictions being a gradual 
process in reverse order to that in 
which they were applied. 
Most “talked about” newr pro­ 
ducts in the electric line were home 
freezers, automatic washers, tele­ 
vision sets, and packaged air con­ 
ditioning units, 
while the 
most 
touted new gas product is year 
’round, automatic, gas air condi­ 
tioning.

Conditions in February meat will be about the same as 
at present although there should be a liberal supply of 
smoked meat. The fresh pork loin supply is somewhat 
mixed; while there has been great publicity regarding 
glutted markets, embargoes on further live shipmeents until 
yards cleared, etc., fresh supplies of pork loin cannot be 
bought in carload quantities 
to the extent which might be 
expected. Sales th im branch 
houses in small lots have im­ 
proved and there is a better 
situation as far as general 
supplies are concerned although 
still not fully up to requirements;

there were no offerings of Cheddar 
except in Chicago. 
Fruits and vegetables 
Barring the unexpected and un­ 
foreseeable in weather and crop 
conditions the February fresh fruit 
and vegetable picture looks very 
good. There will be plenty of po­ 
tatoes — a good increase over a 
year ago. Stock of old cabbage is 
less than half that of a year ago 
but crop from a big acreage of new 
cabbage is due in February. Tur­ 
nips and carrots are in fair sup­ 
ply and will equal or slightly ex­ 
ceed a year ago. Onions are short 
but situation should be somewhat 
relieved by new crop which will 
begin to arrive from Texas; des­ 
pite this onion supply will be much 
less than last February. Cauliflow­ 
er supplies look good and should 
show an increase over a year ago. 
The same is true of lettuce, celery 
and broccoli. Apples will continue 
scarce with much smaller supply 
on hand than this time last year. A 
few pears are on the market but 
crop is smallest in years. Plenty 
of avocados available. 
Strawber­ 
ries are not coming in very fast 
and fewer anticipated than a year 
ago; Florida acreage on strawber­ 
ries is cut 25 per cent.

“Another day gone by and an­ 
other evening to just sit around 
and write letters. That’s one thing 
Pm very thankful for—evenings 
to myself. Won’t be long and we’ll 
be having a theatre of our own 
here and IMI be able to spend some 
time over there. 
“How’s everything on the home 
front? Just as tough as ever, I 
suppose. People complaining about 
the lack and high cost of whisky? 
What I wouldn’t give for a good 
glass of American beer. This Ital­ 
ian wine isn’t the best thing in the 
world, but it’s the only thing we 
have over here. I’m pretty much 
fed up with the stuff, and I’m get­ 
ting so I hate the sight of it. 
“Been over here three weeks al­ 
ready and so far not a bit of mail 
has come in. When the first batch 
comes in there’ll be so much it will 
take a day to read it all. That old 
home town newspaper sure is go­ 
ing to look good if it ever gets 
here. Another month or so and 
the mail should be coming in pret­ 
ty regular.
